I orty-four types of construc­ 
tion were expressly outlawed. 
Rut the ban applies generally to 
any structure d e s i g n e d for 
‘■amusement, recreational or en­ 
tertainment purposes.” 
At the same time, NPA issued 
a compulsory a llocation order re­ 
quiring the steel industry to ship 
310,000 tons of steel monthly to car 
builders to provide upwards of 10,000 
new freight cars a month.

characters 
for the adolescent set. 
Here the prob lems and values 
of living are transmitted to fictional 
damsels who provide entertainment 
and thought as well for the Junior 
Miss. 
Every story , say s Mrs. Calla­ 
han, is written to awaken the de­ 
sires of y oung people to achieve an 
aim. Books, she b elieves, are a de­ 
termining factor in the 
decisions 
: made b y those who are growing up. 
! And b ecause she likes y oung people 
and is interested in their prob lems, 
she turns to this medium of guid­ 
ance. 
The author relaxed near the char­ 
red fireplace in her den and idly 
turned the pages of 
“Shoestring 
Theatre," another one of her b ooks, 
while proof of her versatility lay on 
a desk nearb y . Mrs. Callahan who 
has b een writing since she can re­ 
memb er has 
contrib uted 
a lions 
share to many phases 
journalism 
including the newspapers, 
maga­ 
zines and radio and television fields. 


“THE WAY to do it is to 
dis­ 
cipline y ourself," she 
said. 
With 
an animated gesture she 
dispelled 
the humb ug that certain conditions 
are necessary to create inspiration. 
Producing a b ook req uires a stick- 
to-itlvness and the resignation 
to 
work daily under any .circumstances, 
she said. 
Contrary to popular b elief the art 
of writing a b ook is far from 
glamorous, asserted the author. It’s 
a careful and lonely job and the 
wriier alone must cope with her 
own difficulties. “But it’s wonder­ 
ful," she added, “and there’s such 
a sense of achievement which makes 
the effort wcrthwhile.” 
“For the y oung and sturdy at heart 
who aspire to have their names on 
the b inding of a b ook the author 
encouraged, “go to it." She opined 
that the b e.st way to b egin is to 
take every English course possib le 
to “get the feel of things.” College 
Isn’t an ab solutely necessary req ui­ 
site. she stated, for it’s more im­ 
portant to “develop a tremendous 
Interest in every thing and any ­ 
thing." 
And ab ove all “y ou must 
like people b ecause they are people. 
Every b ody is a story ." 
Mrs. Callahan b egan following her 
omm advice b ack at Trinity college 
where she majored in lib eral arts 
and got into as many activities as 
she could. The daughter of a Phila­ 
delphia doctor, Edw|ird Wallis and 
granddaughter of a Civil War medi­ 
cal man, Mrs. Callahan b roke fam­ 
ily precedent b y emb arking on a 
journalistic career. 
Her literary career b egan a.‘ a 
newspaper woman on the old Phila­ 
delphia Journal American. She later 
b ecame the assistant fiction editor 
of The Ladies Home Journal ’which 
she left to do “free-lance” writing. •
